Dr. Edward Carman, in whose office 


Mrs. Louise Bailey was shot by a 


mysterious person, was riding in his 


automobile on Centennial avenue, be­ 


tween Roosevelt and Rockville Cen­ 


ter, at IO o’clock last night, accompa­ 


nied by Garland Gaden, a Manhattan 
actor, when a man on a bicycle fired 
three shots at him, with the undoubt­ 
ed design, the physician says, of tak­ 
ing his life. 


Dr. Carman 
rejiorted 
the 
attack 
upon him at the Freeport police sta­ 
tion at l l o’clock. 
Mr. Gaden was 
with him and confirmed every detail 
of nis story. 


The physician was greatly ag itate’, 
anil said repeatedly: “ I am convinced 
that somebody is trying to get me.” 
Two 
or 
three 
shots 
struck 
the 
closed body of the physician# car, 
showing that his aim was fairly good. 
A t least two of the shots were fired 
ai a distance of 20 or 30 feet. 
The fact that the would-be assassin 
rode a bicycle is cors-uered signifi­ 
cant, as early in the morning, after 
the 
murder 
of 
Mrs. Bailey, blooi- 
houndf took up a trail from under the 
window through which the shot was 
fired that killed the woman and fol­ 
lowed t^e track of a bicycle rider all 
tho way to Lynbrook. 
The attack on 
the doctor’s lite has upset two or more 


theories tlkat have been suggested as 
to tile murder of Mrs. Bailey. 
Dr. Carman said that as he was 
operating his machine at a fair speed 
he heard a sharp report and stopped 
his machine, thinking that he had sus­ 
tained a blow-out. 
He got out of the 
ca’’, followed by Gaden, to look at the 


supposed damagp. 
As he went around the rear of the 
auto, he said, he looked back and saw 
a man on a bicycle who had ridden 
up from behind. 
The man fired an­ 
other shot toward the car, he said, 
whereupon he and Gaden hurriedly 
got into the car with the intention of 
getting away in a hurry. 
As they 
were climbing in, he said a third shot 
rang out, and he speedily got under 
way without taking any more chalices 


with the man on the wheel.

have resulted jlY American consumers 
being robbed of millions of dollars. 
The investigation has revealed the 
astonishing fact that watch cases hav­ 
ing'an actual value iii gold of less 
ii fan ten cents frequent 1> have been 
Apposed of for from $30 to $50 and 
an even higher figure. 
This has only 
been possible through fraud$/ln tViqle 
marks and time guarantees. 
The contemplated reform in 
the 
jewelry business is based on the hill 
introduced by Representative J. Henry 
Cooke, of Oliio, for which he has been 
fighting for months. The bill has been 
reported to the house for favorable 
action by the unanimous vote of the 
committee on interstate and foreign 
commerce. 
The bill was fathered by 
tho American National Retail Jewel­ 
ers’ association with its twenty-nine 
allied state retail jewelers’ associa­ 
tions. 
The pure jewelry bill is intended to 
blaze lim way for a pure fabric bill 
under the terms of which consumers 
will De able to tell whether they are 
getting wool or shoddy, cotton or silk. 
The bill has for its prime purpose 
the elimination of all frauds on the 
mirchasing public iii the manufacture 
and sale of watch cases and watch 
movements. 
It forbids the shipment 
in interstate commerce of all gcld-j 
lilied or gold-plated watca cases hear­ 
ing guarantees and all watch move­ 
ments not properly marked. 
The hill prohibits the use of time 
eat ar an tees on ail gold-filled or gold- 
dated watch easies, and requires that 
he name or properly registered trade­ 
mark of the manufacture:* he stamped 
n all watch cases and watch move­ 
ments.

All of the latter lines in May sus­ 
tained a loss in gross revenue of 
more than $4,000,000 and about $2,- 
370,000 in net operating income, a? 
compared with the corresponding pe­ 
riod a year ago, while for the five 
months decreases of $13,000,000 and 
about 
$10,000,00, respectively, wore 
sustained. 
The Pennsylvania 
lines cast and 
west for the month suffered a de 
crease in gross of about $1,600,000 
and $700,000 in net, while for the five 
months there 
a a h s a decrease in the 
former of almost 
$12,000,000 
and 
about $2,600,000 in the latter.’ 
From the foregoing it would appear 
that the principal feature has been 
the drastic scaling down of operat 
ing costs by both systems, hJt there 
is of course a limit to such retrench­ 
ments, and apparently it. was impos­ 
sible to so rut down forces and effect 
economies in other directions as to 
overcome all of the losses in gross 
revenues for the periods mentioned. 
It. will he recalled that both the 
Pennsylvania and the New York Cen­ 
tral, earlier in the current year, an­ 
nounced the wholesale discharge of 
men owing to the depression in busi­ 
ness and falling revenues. 
Therefore, in May each system had 
its forces reduced to a minimum, it is 
stated, so that expense reductions in­ 
cident to this 
element 
apparently 
have been effected to the maximum 
of the management’s ability. 
If 
the 
returns to date, however, 
may be accepted as a criterion, there 
is the apparent need of an offsetting 
allowance in order that the two com­ 
panies may be able to hold their own 
in the railroad world. 
Rumors have been current for some 
time that, unless something was done 
to relieve the situation, the earning 
powers of these two companies might 
he impaired to such an extent that a 
reduction in dividends would he mad£ 
imperative.
